doth allo command the Lozd Majoz , and Aldermen of London, and all His Majeſties Juſtices of Peace, and all 
others having Authoꝛity within ths ſaid Cities, oꝛ the Limits, 02 Places aimelaid, That chey and every of them 
reſpectively do cauſe this His Majeſties Commanomenr, ro ve itreigytiy ovierved, and duly executed accozding to 
the Tenoꝛ and true meaning thereof without delay. P2ovided always nevertheleſs , and His Majeſties Pleaſure 
is, That ſuch part of this His Highneſs Pꝛoclamation, as concerneth Building with Bꝛick oz Stone, ſhall not er- 
tend to any Houſes, Habitattons, Shops, oz Stozics of Buildings, which from and after the publiſhing of this 
2oclamation ſhall be Builded oꝛ Erected, in, oꝛ upon London · Bridge: And to the end his Majefties Will and 
re herein may be the better obſerved, He further commandeth, that th? Surveyoꝛ of His Majtſties Wozks, foz the 
time being, do take care that this His Majeſties P2zoclamation be in all things duely purſuedand put in effectual er- 
ecution ; And to that end, to revive the fozmer Oꝛders and Pꝛoclamations in this behalt, and the Commiſsions, Ar- 
ticles, and Ynſtructions which were heretofoze made foꝛth, and iſſued thereupon foꝛ his better Direction and 2 
mation, touching his pꝛocerdings herein: And allo touching the pꝛopoꝛtions and ſcantling of Bꝛicks, which his Ma- 
elties Pleaſure is, ſhall be obſerved, as was foꝛmerly directed and uſed, whereby the BuMings may be moze ſub⸗
